It will be a matter of satisfaction to 
everbody hereabouts to know that Los 
Angeles county is destined to have a 
seaside hotel to rival the famous Del 
Monte at Monterey. The new water- 
ing place, Redondo Beach—which is 
located on the coast midway between 
Santa Monica and San Pedro, at the 
point formerly known as the Salt 
Works—is to possess the new attrac- 
tion. The projectors of this enterprise 
(who are among the most substantial 
and progessive of our citizens) invite 
competitive plans from architects, 
specifying that the‘structure shall be 
equal in style to the Del Monte; shall 
contain from 450 to 500 rooms, and the 
range of cost is fixed between $100,000 
and $150,000. This means business. 
The gentlemen who have put their 
shoulders to the wheel have not failed 
in any enterprise they have thus far 
undertaken, and there is no reason why 
they should not carry out their plans 
in this instance to the ultimate letter. 
The big hotel will be built—no doubt of 
that—and. it will be built with the ex- 
pedition which marks the enterprises 
of Southern California nowadays. 

A quite necessary adjunct to aresort 
of this character is. of course, easy com- 
munication. This is provided for in a 
spur of the Ballona road, which is to 
debouch from the new town of Ingle- 
wood. and extend eight miles to Re- 
dondo Beach. As _ illustrating the 
promptness with which the Santa Fé 
people respond to the requirements of 
the times, it may be stated that they 
yesterday made an offer that ihe right 
of way being provided and the road-bed 
graded, they will have the spur road in 
operation in two weeks thereafter. It 
is hardly necessary to state that their 
proposition was accepted. The right of 
way lias already been secured and the 
grading will be commenced today. It 
is quite possible that next month will 
see the new road in operation. Thatis 
the way Southern California does busi- 
ness.

Southern California's Opportunity. 


The centennial anniversary of the 
signing of the Constitution will be cele- 
brated with great eclat in Philadelphia 
on the 17th of September next. Invi- 
tations have been sent to every State 
and Territory of the Union to partici- 
pate in the occasion.

THE RAILWAY INQUIRY. 


Lioyd Tevis Again Testifies Betore 
the Commission. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 10.—|[By the Asso- 
cidted Press.| Lloyd Teevis, president of 
Wells, Fargo & Co., testified before the 
Railroad Commission this morning that the 
company. had the exclusive express busi- 
ness over the Central Pacific, and at the 
time of the consolidation of the Pacific Ex- 
press Company one-third of the Wells- 
Fargo stock was equally divided among 
Stanford, H. D. Bacon, Charles Crocker, 
Hopkins, Huntington and himself, and, that 
no consideration was received by ' the 
Central Pacific. 

Tevis admitted that he was asked to 
take stock in the Central Pacific and in the 
Contract and Finance Company, but 
declined. 

“Why did you not accept?” was asked. 

“I looked at it from a business point of 
view, because I thought it wouid lead to 
embarrassment. Further, I was apprehen- 
sive that if the road did not ge through I 
would be liable up to my prorata for its 
debts,”’ he answered. 

J. H. Strowbridge, superintendent of con- 
struction of the Central Pacific, was called 
and examined in regard to the cost of eon- 
struction and labor at the time the road was 
built, but his testimony did not differ 
waterially from that given yesterday. 

STANFORD REFUSES TO ANSWER. 

During the late afternoon session a few 
decided and somewhat warm words passed 
between members of the commission and 
Senator Stanford. A few of the questions 
propounded by commissioners as to whether 
money had been used by him to influence 
legislation, Stanford, under the advice of 
counsel declined to answer, while to others 
he replied that so far as his knowledge 
extends not a dollar had been expended for 
this When on a voucher for 
$50,000, the question was again asked if any 
portion thereof was used with intent to in- 
tluence legislation. Stanford replied:

Novel Experiments Vaccine 
Virus—The dury-Fixing Cases in 
Court—Mysterious Corpse 
Near the Cliff.

SAN Francisco, Aug. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The first step in an inter- 
esting experiment was taken today at the 
health office, Dr. Bates inoculating a 
quantity of beef tea gelatine with vaccine 
virus from the armf a healthy little girl 
who was vaccinated a week ago. The gela- 
tine, which is prepared from the purest 
beef tea, thoroughly freed from germ life of 
any kind, is enclosed in air-tight glass tubes, 
corked with cotton batting, and the virus is 
introduced by dipping a slender platinum 
needle first in the matter exuding from the 
sore on the arm and then into the gelatine. 
When once introduced, if nothing inter- 
feres, it will grow and thus inoculate the 
entire quantity of jelly, thus furnishing a 
greatly-increased quantity of vaccine mat- 
ter.

Immense Exports from This Country 
During the Past Year. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 18,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| <A bulletin of the American 
} dron and Steel Associaton, in commenting 
on the statement of imports and exports of 
the United States for the fiscal year of 1887 
ended on the 30th of July last, says: 

“The figures relating to our export of iron 
and steel have never been exceeded in mag- 
nitude, except in the fiscal year of 1880. 
The total imports in 1887 were nearly 
100,000 tons greater than in 1885 and 1886. 
In 1887 we imported 1,524,604 gross tons, 
against 1,445,941 tons in 1885-86. 
imports of iron ore 1887 were 
also larger than 
1886, amounting 1886 to 1,141,774 
gross tons against 1,127,119 tons in 1885 and 
1886, The foreign value of the above im- 
pore in the fiscal year of 1887 amount to 

2,251,585, but to this foreign cost must be 
added the cost of freight and insurance, 
duties and brokers’ profits, making a pro- 
bable addition of 50 per cent. to the above 
figures, making the total about $63,000,000 as 
fhe actual cost to our people of one years’ 
imports of iron and steel.

Gloomy Outlook in the Country 
North of Chicago. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 10.—The telegraph wires 
crossing the vast area of country that has 
been parching and blackening for lack of 
rain brought only news of despair this morn- 
ing, and messages received from all the 
different sections showed the outlook even 
worse than twenty-four hours before. The 
telegrams contain the information that not 
a particle of rain has descended in all the 
immense stretch of territory. Added to this, 
the temperature throughout the drouth 
region is rising. 

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 

CHIcAGo, Aug. 10.—In reviewing the 
drouth situation the Journal says tonight: 
“The outlook for agriculturists in Illinois, 
Indiana, lowa, and the southern portions of 
Michigan and Wisconsin is gloomy in the 
extreme. These regions have been for 
fourteen months subject to the visitation of 
a drouth, with which a parallel cannot be 
found in many years. During the past few 
weeks this state of things has been 
intensified in the districts mentioned 
and much injury to growing crops has re- 
sulted. ‘Ihe destruction is not uniform, 
though. Where crops were planted late in 
the season the owners wil cmap | not 
realize the cost of planting. ‘There will be 
an appaling drouth, and prices of milk, 
butter, cheese and other farm products may 
be expected to rise to an unprecedented 
height. The effects for a year to come will 
be felt in all quarters. Trade and 
business in the agricultural districts, and 
the railroad as well will feel it. Grain will 
not be there to ship, neither will fattened 
stock be there vw haul to the central mar- 
kets. Already farmers are disposing of 
herds of half-fatted swine, and even horses 
and cows are being disposed of at 25 per 
cent. of their ordinary value. A large bur- 
den will fall upon the shoulders of the peo- 
ple next year.

FAST-GROWING CITIES.

Big the West Is Compared to 
the Mast—A Look at Kansas and 
a Ride Through It—Kansas Towns 
and Their Booms. 


‘Wicnrra (Kan.), July 22.—{Special 
Oorrespondence.] Thé real-estate boom 
vers the whole United States. I left 
cm bong selling its property at 
_double its values of a year ago, and 
went to Ohio to find that city property 
had risen there in somewhat similar 
rtions. I visited the gas regions, 
and heard thatevery gas town had been 
inflated and not a few burst by real 
_estate, and in Indiana values built upon 
hopes had laid out towns upon paper. 
 “AGSt. Louis I found. a great deal of 
’ building going on, and at Kansas: Cit 
the boom of the great West wasin full 
Plast. I hear from a Californian here 
* that land speculation is wild upon the 
Pacific Slope, and Southern California 
is building paper cities on an unlimited 
supply ot climate, sand and fleas. 
There is hardly a good-sized town in 
this section which has not or is not 
assuming booming proportions. 
many and most towns the real growth 
has aroused a fictitious growth, and 
farm lands have been sold as city lots 
at at which it the 
rs grow up. to. e great rea 
however, remains a fixed fact, 
‘and Eastern people who have not been 
west of the Mississippi within the last 
five years cannot appreciate the won- 
derful development which. is going on 
both in city andcountry. Kansas City. 
$2,000 by the census of 1870, becoming 
55,000 by 1880, has at least 150,000 to- 
day. Topeka, 5,700 in 
1880 and 23,499 in 1885, now boasts of 
40,000. St. Joseph Mo., not far from 
Kansa; City, rises from 19,000 in 1870 
fo $2,000 in 1880, and has now jumped 
~~ to 60,000, with a real-estate boom to 
back it. Leavenworth, tliough it fell 
off between 1870 and 1880, had in 1885, 
nearly doubled, and there are a number 
. of towns of 10,000 in Kansas which were 
not large enough to put in the statisti- 
eal almanac ten — ago. Values, 
business and building bave increased 
with population, and the figures of 
growth as taken from the assessed 
values fairly make one catch his breath 
and wonder where it is all toend. The 
tax estimate is here made, I am told, 
on about one-fourth of the actual value 
Of the rty. Kansas City had in 
‘1870 an assessed valuation of $9,629,000; 
in 1886 the assessed value amounted to 
$51,250,000, or more than five times 
that of sixteen years ago. Wichita 
sixteen years ago was nothing; in 1884 
it aggregated in assessed value $1,750,- 
, in 1886 $3,065,850, and today. 
$8,335,028. Topeka has risen in the 
assessed value of its personal property 
wes ff $700,000 in the past four years, 
and the town of Wichita, with a popu- 
lation of a little more than 31,000 by 
actual census, owns an assessed ®value 
-of $2,886,000 of personal property aione. 
. The towns have here given are 
_ @ither in Kansas or Missouri, and I am 
- told that.a similar growth is going on 
~ jn the cities of Nebraska, Colorado, 
Iowa, and notably in those of the north- 
west, as St. Paul and Minneapolis. Be- 
fore speaking of the real-estate boom 
‘and growth of these Kansas towns, I 
will try to give you some idea of the 
_ extent of this great western territory, 
the geography and resources of which 
ean only be studied. by personal obser- 
vation and extensive travel. By the 
estimates of the Rev. Josiah Strong in 
his able book entitled ‘‘Our Country” 
there are only’ three of the 
twenty-two States and Territor- 
jes west of the Mississippi which are 
as small as all New England, and we 
have more than two acres of good land 
west of the Mississippi to each one east 
of it. If Montana were laid upon the 
East it would stretch from Boston to 
Cleveland, and its lower edge would 
rest on Richmond, Va. Idaho would 
_ cover all the States between Toronto, 
Can., and Raleigh,.N. C., and its lower 
boundary line would be as long as the 
distance between Washington, D. C., 
and Columbus, O. New Mexico is 
— than all Great Britain and Ire- 
an 


Put the 50,000,000 people of the 
United States in Texas and its popula- 
tion would not be as dense as that of 
, Germany taday. Place’ them in New 
_ Mexico and they would have as much 

room as have the citizens of Belgium. 

Texas is big enough to feed us all, and 

allowing 50,000 square miles for desert, 

has enough cotton land to grow all the 
cotton that the world uses ood at 

one bale per acre, and have stil i 

for a cattle range a territory larger 

than the whole of New York State. 
The West has grazing lands alone 

which cover a territory larger by 

the State of Ohio than the whole of the 

States east of the Mississippi, and she 
» has, all told, 1,690,000 square miles of 

useful land, against 800,000 square 
miles in the East. ter land is virgin 
soil, too, while much of that of the East 
is worn out. 

- The West has some of the biggest 

railroads of the United States, and she 
~ will soon be covered with a network of 

these, as is the East. The Chicago, 
oats des and Quincy line has already 
more than 3373 miles of road, the Chi- 
. ,€agoand Northwestern about as many, 
and the Chicago and St. Paul had last 
year 4804 miles. The Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé road is the Pennsyl- 
vania Central of the West, and it con- 
nects Kansas City with San Francisco 


‘+ andold Mexico City, and it will ina 


few months, at farthest, have a through 
line to Chicago. One of its branches 
runs to Galveston, Tex., and it taps the 
whole country in which I am now 
writing. As to rivers, the Missouri 
and the Mississippi and their tributa- 
ries have navigable waters of 20,000 
miles, or, if stretcned ina line, #stream 
long enough to float a steamboat nearly 
around the world. 

I might speak of the immense min- 


eral resources of this great West, but, 


the subject.is too big to handle here. 
The agricultural outlook is enough, and 
this immense territory is but in the in- 
fancy of its development. Is it any 
wonder that its towns spring up like 
the palace of Aladdin and the/hopes of 
its Boogie grow like the famed gourd of 
Jonah 

If you will take a late railroad mapof 
the United States you will see that 
Eastern Kansas is almost’ as much cut 
up by railroads as Ohio or New York, 
and by railway connections you will 
see how Kansas City, Wichita and 
other towns expect to grow as the sup- 
ply pointgof this great which 
. Is now ast being developed. Kan- 
. gas City,with its fourteen railroads and 
its $60,000,000 of wholesale trade,is to be 
the Chicago of Kansas, Texas and New 
Mexico, and is to have its share with 


Omaha in Colorado and Nebraska. It 


already competes with St. Louis for 
| the trade of Missouri, and forms the 
pee, at distributing point to this section. 
Wichita, with some railroad facilities 
at hand and others in prospect, lying 
on the southern edge of the State, sur- 
rounded by some of the richest soil of 
the Union,is banking largely on the 
same elements which have made and 
are making Kansas City. .

Her growth, however, will dépend more 
upon the richness of her mmediate 
surroundings, and herfutureé as-a great 


tain. There is room, however. 
large place here in addition to Kansas 


the size of Virginia, Kentucky and 
Maine, eleven times as big as Massa- 
chusetts, eight times as big as Ver- 
mont, ten times the size of New Jersey, 
about forty times as big as Delaware 
and times the size 
of Rhode Island. It is a parallelogram, 
and going across it in a straight line 
from east to west is 400 miles, and from 
its northern to its southern boundary is 
200 miles. It is in the very center of 
the United States, and it has, perhaps, 
as little bad Jand as any State of the 
Union. Its population now over 
1,000,000, and it could sustain 7,000,000 
and be as thickly settled as Ohio and 
New York are today. It is the fifth 
State of the Union already in cattle, 
corn and rye, and it stands ninth 
in hogs, horses, wheat and coal. Lt has 
eight colleges -and 5000 schoolhouses, 
and its standard of intelligence is as 
high as that of any State of the Union. 
It 1s made up of the best blood of the 
Eastern States, and it seldom fails to 
make itself felt. when any big thing is 
ingon. Astorailroads,.it had 40 miles 
just twenty-two years ago. It had ten 
Sears later 2150, and in 1886 its mileage 
amounted to 4888. Within the past six 
months 3751 miles of new road have 
been laid in the whole United States, 
and of this 692, or more than one-sixth, 
was built in Kansas. Of the remainder 
Texas built more thah one-ninth and 
the Indian Terri one-ninth. At 
present this building is going on, and I 
gee new roads everywhere being laid. 
As to the extent to which the State has 
been developed, it had thirteen times 
as many farms in 1880 as it had in 1860, 
and then it had nearly 150,000 farms. 
Its area would make 8,000,000 farms of 
one section each, supposing the whole 
“an tillable, or 3,200,000 quarter sec- 
ions. 
Kansas City is a little north of the 
middie of Eastern Kansas, just across 
the Missouri River in Missouri. Itisa 
full eight hours’ railroad ride by fast 
express to Wichita, and the distance is 
275 miles due southwest. The ride isa 
glorious ene. The road is well ballasted 
and the cars as good as you' will find in 
the East. The country is flat, or just 
a rolling, and the. whole 275 
iles is through a settled region, the 
soil of which is as rich as that of Egypt 
or Holland, and the crops of which are 
now oe in all the luxuriance of 
these. big Kansas farms. There is little 
timber save along the banks of the 
streams, and no fences disfigure the 
landscape. Here and there you may 
see a hedge, tall and green, and now 
and then a line of barbed wire, but the 
-worm-like rails of the East or the 
hastly skeleton stump fences of New 
ork are absent, and you ride appar- 
ently through the great, green fields 
themselves. And such fields! Have 
ou ever seen 640 acres of corn in its full 
auty, just before it has begun to turn? 
If you have not you have missed one 


great green, broad-leaved stalks, as 
high as your head, stand up sv firm 
and strong; and looking from the car 
window the field stretches away before 
your eye a great quilt of the darkest 
and richest green, tufted with the 
raised tassels of silver, which gent] 
wave in the breeze. This year, whic 


for miles through fields of this kind on 


green extendin 
eye could reach. There was little 
grain, as the bugs have wiped out 
wheat raising for the time in Kansas, 
but the meadows were the greenest 
green, the cattle were as fat as those 
which feed on the rich grass of old 
England, and I did not see a bad crop 
in all the 500 miles which I traveled 
through in Southern Kansas. 

And then the soil. 

It is a black loam, of great depth 
and rich beyond description. When 
first broken a crop of sunflowers 
springs up ail over it, and this State is 
the home of Oscar Wilde’s favorite. 
They are, I understand, easily erad- 
icated, although I noted that where 
neither crops nor grass was growing, 
there were whole fields filled with 
these yellow blossoms. In this trip I 
saw that the people and towns as well 
as the ground seemed prosperous. The 
cars were full, the farmhouses good, 
and nearly every farm had its 
windmill for the drawing of water. 
There are no barns to speak of in this 
country, and a_ big Pennsylvania barn 
would be a curiosity. As to the rich- 
ness of the crop and the beauty, it 
must be remembered that this is the 
most beautiful time of the year for 
traveling, and that this is an ex- 
ceptionally good year. The character 
of the soil, and the fact that all the 
land along the 500 miles of railroad in 
Kansas which I went over was taken 
up, warrant the statement that I went 
through what Kansas is proud of call- 
ing herself, “The Garden of the 
West.”’
